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Will Romulus 
vote on bus 
transportation?

Will Romulus pull out of the 
planned regional SMART bus 
transportation voting on May 
23? 

Mayor Beverly McAnally 
told the council Monday night 
that any city action would 
need to be taken rather swiftly, 
particularly if the council 
plans to opt out of the pro- 
posed 0.3 mill vote on the 
SMART vote. 

Wayne County Executive Ed 
McNamara brought the issue 
to the front in Romulus last 
Tuesday, when he spoke about 
the May 23 referendum vote on 
the mass transportation issue 
to the Romulus Chamber of 
Commerce. 

McAnally said she is only 
aware of the SMART bus that 
travels down Middlebelt Road 
from Inkster to Detroit Metro- 
politan Airport that poten- 
tially services Romulus riders 
or business owners. 

City Clerk Linda Choate was 
urged to renew' her efforts to 
contact Michael Duggan, 
McNamara’s deputy executive 
who also serves as acting gen- 
eral manager of the SMART 
bus operations, and to invite 
him to the April 3 council 
meeting. 

Choate said she tried re- 
peatedly last week to reach 
Duggan, but he never returned 
her telephone calls. 

The city clerk’s office was 
told to send him a letter of in- 
vitation and to follow it up 
with another phone call. 

Veteran Councilman Ellis 
Pennington openly stated that 
he is totally opposed to the 0.3 
mill issue. 

After hearing McAnally 
urge speedy action, Pen- 
nington made a motion that 
the city exempt Romulus vo- 
ters from taking part in the 
May referendum vote. Pen- 
nington’s motion failed to get 
support Monday night, but 
Councilman William Wad-

sworth asked that information 
on the referendum be in- 
cluded in next week’s meeting 
packet. 

In this past week’s council 
packet was a letter from Wyan- 
dotte Mayor James DeSana, 
who also is chairman of the 
Downriver Community Confer- 
ence, stating that a breakfast 
meeting on the issue is 
planned for 8:30 a.m. this Sat- 
urday at the Ramada Heritage 
Center in Southgate. 

“The meeting is open to the 
council and trustee members 
of your community,” DeSana’s 
letter stated. “We encourage 
all of you to come, and listen to 
Duggan and ask questions on 
this important issue.” 

Downriver Community Con- 
ference contact Cari Moody 
said it w T as hoped that 50 local 
officials would attend the Sat- 
urday session, but as of Tues- 
day morning less than 50 
reservations had been called 
in to her office. 

Duggan was quoted as say- 
ing “anybody’s got the right to 
pull out (of the vote) if they 
want to. But I am telling com- 
munities to please let me know 
as soon as possible so I can 
move their (local subsidy) 
money somewhere else.” 

SMART currently receives 
$7 million in federal funds and 
$25 million from the state. 

Last week Oakland County 
Board officials opted not to of- 
fer the referendum to its vo- 
ters, but that decision could 
still change. Thus as it stands 
now only voters in Wayne and 
Macomb Counties will be vot- 
ing on the millage. 

Duggan said SMART could 
close down as early as April 10 
if the transportation issue 
does not make it to 
referendum. 

And even if it goes to ballot, 
the 800 SMART employees 
could face two payless paydays 
in May prior to the vote.

Ramsey, a divorced father of 
two daughters, reportedly had 
been spending more and more 
of his off-work time in Lansing, 
Szlinis said. 

According to the 34th Dis- 
trict Court's contract with 
Ramsey, he needed to live

Steven Winters at first men- 
tioned delaying the meeting 
until April, when Radford 
warned everyone that he was 
retiring from the zoning board 
on April 1. It was speculated 
that he actually would step 
down at the first ZBA meeting 
next month, April 5. 

McLenon, aware that 
speedy action was needed on 
the case that began in Novem- 
ber 1994, asked if the session 
could have been conducted 
last Friday or Saturday. 

Winters said that would be 
impossible, but finally agreed 
to have the city case ready for 
this Thursday. 

The city position is that the 
4,500 foot deep hazardous/non- 
hazardous injection wells 
need to be placed in an M-2 
zone, because of the heavy 


trucking of liquid waste 
through the city. 

EDS at this time is seeking 
strictly a non-hazardous well 
operation on Wahrman Road, 
off Grant Road in Romulus. 
But, they acknowledged that if 
the well is approved, they will 
immediately file with the state 
Department of Natural Re- 
sources and the national Envi- 
ronmental Protection Agency 
for a hazardous well operation 
two years from now. 

EDS concluded its case for 
zoning approval last Wednes- 
day by recalling two witnesses, 
new EDS vice president Aus- 
tin Marshall and realtor- ap- 
praiser Don Treadwell Jr., who 
continued to stress safety 
plans built into the EDS pro- 
posal and that well operations 


would not lower residential 
property values in Romulus. 

Treadwell’s testimony was 
ridiculed by ZBA member 
Stanley Kreft, who said, “I 
don’t believe anything that you 
have told us. I feel you only 
testified to what they (EDS) 
paid you to say!” 

The majority of the session 
was taken up by the testimony 
of David Birchler, a veteran 
planner, who said he (and EDS 
employee Kevin McNamara) 
investigated a number of the 
industries in M-l zones in Ro- 
mulus and found many of their 
trucking stations and outdoor 
storage areas were more in- 
tense than requests made by 
the EDS proposal. 

Once again Kreft chastised 
Birchler for not knocking on 
the doors of industries to find 
out if the firms were renting 
property in Romulus or 
whether they were protected 
by grandfather clauses in the 
environmental zoning laws. 

McLenon had announced 
earlier in the hearing process 
that the ZBA would not vote on 
the zoning issue at the end of 
the last meeting, but would in- 
stead file a written decision 
several days later.

Violence display 
off to Washington

A local Clothesline Project 
involving shirts made by dis- 
trict students symbolizing 
those worn by battered women 
in the Romulus area were dis- 
played Wednesday at the all- 
day Domestic Violence sympo- 
sium at the high school. 

Twenty feet of clothing from 
the local Clotheslihe Project 
now are slated to be taken to a 
Washington D.C. rally on April 
7, 8 and 9 in support of funding 
for the Violence Against Wo- 
men Act passed by Congress 
last year. 

Over 6,000 shirts formerly 
worn by victims of batterings, 
rape, incest and assault will 
bear witness to the extent and 
impact of the war against wo- 


men, according to the 
sponsors. 

It has been reported that 
there are 250 such Clothesline 
Projects across the U.S. con- 
taining some 35,000 shirts, co- 
ordinator Kathy Hurst at 
Romulus High School said, 
and that is only a fraction of 
the incidents of violence per- 
petrated against women in the 
five years since the Clothes- 
line Project was founded, its 
sponsors said. 

Hurst said the shirts are 
color coded according to the 
type of violence the victim suf- 
fered: white, death by vio- 
lence; red and orange, rape or 
sexual assault; blue and green, 
child sexual assault; yellow, 
physical abuse and purple, 
crime against sexual 
orientation.

Roadblock use 
discouraged here 

The use of police road- 
blocks as a tactic to stop high 
speed chases is generally dis- 
couraged in Romulus, Acting 
Police Chief Daryl Poe re- 
ported last week. 

Poe’s comments came in re- 
sponse to queries asked by the 
City Council in connection 
with a police chase from Van 
Buren into Romulus. The 
chase resulted in the death of 
two Romulus residents who 
were struck by a feeling sus- 
pect in 1993. 

Poe’s memo explained that 
“roadblocks are difficult to co- 
ordinate in the limited time 
usually allotted during a pur- 
suit situation. In most in- 
stances, there is not adequate 
time to choose an appropriate 
location and establish such a 
roadblock safely. 

“Suspects involved in high 
speed chases will often take 
extremely hazardous evasive 
actions to avoid a roadblock 
and will thereby endanger not 
only themselves, but also the 
officers manning the road- 
block and any civilian motorist 
and pedestrians, who might be 
in the area.” 

The acting chief added that 
it would have been impossible 
for Romulus police to estab- 
lish a roadblock to block the 
robbery suspects fleeing from 
Van Buren in Van Buren in 
January 1993. 

First Romulus police re- 
sponse to the chase did not oc- 
cur until after the collision 
occurred, Poe concluded. 


Street cleaning

Traveling minister jailed update

A preliminary hearing into 
three counts of sexual miscon- 
duct pressed against a Van 
Buren Township-based travel- 
ing minister were heard yes-* 
terday afternoon before 34th 
District Court Judge Henry 
Zaborowski. 

Results of the hearing were 
not available at press time. 

The minister, Dwight Don 
Scheetz, 33, of Van Buren 
Township, appeared briefly in 
Zaborowski’s court room last 
Wednesday afternoon to an- 
swer three counts of second 


degree criminal sexual 
conduct. 

A temporary attorney for 
Scheetz asked for a week-long 
delay, claiming the defen- 
dant’s regular attorney was out 
of state and would be back in 
time for the March 29 hearing 
date. 

Scheetz w r as arrested by Van 
Buren police on March 17 on 
charges that he touched a 
6-year-old girl’s genital area 
and that she was prompted to 
touch the minister’s genital 
area. It was also charged that 
he took photos of her with her 
skirt pulled up. 

Van Buren police said that 


photos reportedly taken by 
Scheetz were confiscated from 
the minister’s possession.

After the alleged incident 
occurred, the girl informed 
her parents, who in turn told 
Van Buren police of their con- 
cerns on Feb. 24. 

Scheetz has been in the 
Wayne County Jail in lieu of 
$25,000 cash bond set by 
Zaborowski.

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Women account for 75 percent of job growth

Women and teenagers were among the biggest beneficiaries 
of Michigan’s strong economic performance in 1994. 

“Employment among adult women in Michigan rose by 4.6 
percent last year, outpacing the state’s overall average of 2.7 
percent,” said F. Robert Edwards, director of the Michigan Em- 
ployment Security Commission (MESC). 

The number of working women in Michigan grew by 85.000 
reaching 1,936,000 in 1994, according to Edwards. Employment 
growth among women accounted for more than 75 percent of the 
state’s total employment gain for the year. 

Teenager employment increased by 19.000 to 265,000. Employ- 
ment also was on the upward swing for African Americans in- 
creasing by 10,000 to 492,000, a gain of 2.1 percent. 

Adult males registered an employment gain of .6 percent as 
their employment level increased by 13,000 to 2.290,000. 

As a whole, employment across Michigan climbed by 110,000 
to a record high average of 4,473,000. The work force also 
reached a new high, climbing to 4,753.000 surpassing the pre- 
vious mark of 4,690,000 set in 1993. 

Unemployment levels drop 

Unemployment levels for the state and four of its major demo- 
graphics groups-adult men and women, African Americans and 
teens-all dropped in 1994.

The largest unemployment decline occurred among adult 
males. The number of unemployed fell by 20 percent, dropping 
by 32,000 to 124,000. Males also had the lowest annual average 
unemployment rate at 5.1 percent. 

Teenagers had the highest jobless rate of 15.2 percent, al- 
though the number of unemployed teens declined by 3,000 dur- 
ing the year to 48.000. 

At 5.4 percent, adult women had the second lowest jobless 
rate. The number of unemployed women dropped by 11,000 last 
year, falling to 110,000-a decline of 9.1 percent. 

Unemployment among African Americans also fell, dropping 
to 11,000 to 66,000 and resulting in an unemployment rate of 11.9 


percent. 

Unemployment statewide dropped for the third straight year, 
falling to an average of 5.9 percent from 7.0 percent in 1993. The 
number of unemployed averaged 280,000, a decline of 47,000 over 
the year. Both the jobless rate and total reached 21-year lows last 
year. 

Strong economy bolsters labor force 

“Last year was the best year Michigan’s work force has experi- 
enced in a generation,” Edwards said. 

A major reason for the improvement was the strength of Mich- 
igan’s economy. The economy surged ahead as the auto and 
related industries grew to meet steadily growing consumer de- 
mand for cars and light trucks. 

Employment expanded in other manufacturing sectors as 
well. But the largest employment gains occurred in the service 
and retail trades industries. 

Adult male employment benefited from the growth in the 
manufacturing and construction sectors, which are major em-* 
ployers of men. 

The employment growth among women, teens and African 
Americans was due in large part to the state’s strong economic 
activity in 1994, according to Edwards. 

But, women and teens also benefited, in part, from the re- 
designed monthly household survey that began generating labor 
force estimates last year. The new survey appears to account for 
a quarter of the employment gain among women.

When a gas station wins 
beautification awards for 
flowers and landscaping from 
the city, a district-wide “Image 
Award” from Shell Oil eight 
times in 22 years, and is 10th in 
the lower half of the state for 
its volume of sales for five 
years running, there must be 
something special about the 
operator of the station. 

Canton resident Paula De- 
Luca has logged 15 years in the 
gas station business, and 
makes sure her station looks 
good. The cleanliness award 
was won for having uniformed, 
courteous, and helpful em- 
ployees. As far as volume of 
sales is concerned. DeLuca 
purchases a $9,000 load of gas. 
six days a week. 

DeLuca explains the clean- 
liness award. “They wipe their 
hands on the top of my pumps. 
It’s wild. We wash and wax our 
pumps every Saturday and 
Sunday.” 

"I had a hard time in the 
beginning with the public im- 
age of a female thing. It's a 
male-oriented business." she 
said. 

DeLuca isn't necessarily 
recognized by visitors to the 
station. People tend to ques- 


tion her asking to speak to the 
technician, while they visually 
see her doing the work on a 
car. As long as a certified tech- 
nician is working along side 
her, DeLuca can do tire re- 
pairs, oil changes, and auto 
emission testing. 

Paula’s father, Philip 
Bucalo, and her brother. Jeff, 
are in partnership with her. 
For 10 years DeLuca wasn’t al- 
lowed to be a participant in 
the family business because 
her father didn't believe it was 
a place for women, she said. 

DeLuca started out working 
on cars. Then she turned to 
clerical and administration 
duties, employee hiring, train- 
ing and supervising. 

She started going between 
the three family-owned sta- 
tions. doing banking, book 
keeping, picking people up 
and taking them home. Re- 
cently. she took a class at 
Schoolcraft College in delegat- 
ing responsibilities in an effort 
to reduce her workload. 

“My job is so multifaceted 


with gas, a good mart and a ser- 
vice bay, I had to learn how to 
do that. I had to spread it out 
as I can’t do it all,” DeLuca 
said. 

“That’s another female 
characteristic,” she added. 

The best part for DeLuca is 
the public. Daily, 300 people 
visit the two family-owned sta- 
tions and are served by four 
technicians and four managers 
with a staff of 30. They are 
open 24 hours a day. 363 days a 
year. She schedules three 
shifts, seven days a week with 
the garage open six days. 

"That’s the hardest part,” 
DeLuca said. 

The Sendee Station Dealers 
of America passed a bill of 
rights three to four years ago 
guaranteeing survivorship to 
spouses and children to in- 
herit gas stations and allowing 
two vacation days a year. 

“It's a total male situation,” 
DeLuca says, admitting that 28 
of her employees are male. 

The station is located at 
Newburgh and Five Mile 
roads.

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High school women work to change their future

With a societal label like 
Generation X. given to the 
young men and women of the 
‘90s, it is no surprise the X’ers 
feel it is time for a change. 

Young women are looking 
forward to graduating from 
high school and breaking the 
traditional paths their parents 
took hoping to avoid divorce, 
and a lack of jobs skills that 
will keep them unmotivated 
and lacking in focus. 

“A lot of girls I know are 
pregnant, three are married 
and they end up dropping out,” 
said Charlotte Whitaker. 
“Some girls just give up 
trying.” 

Whitaker a sophomore at 
Wayne Memorial high school, 
works part-time at the Wayne 
Community Center to earn ex- 
tra money for herself as well 
as figure skating at the center 
in her spare time. * 

Mary Pacuraru, a junior, 
and Misty Condron, a senior at 
Wayne Memorial, feel strongly 
about their determination to 
avoid the paths their parents 
chose. 

“We feel like we’re on our 
own already,” said Pacuraru. 

All four of the high school 
students work after school to 
earn money for themselves. 
The money is either saved, 
spent on clothes, food, or var- 
ious bills the women have 
accumulated. 


Kendra Johnson, a junior 
from John Glenn, uses her 
money to pay for her braces, as 
well as her car insurance and 
clothes. Johnson begins work 
ing in the counseling office at 7 
a.m. in order to leave school 
early to begin her job at 
Awrey’s Bakery as a cake deco- 
rator by 2 p.m. 

The four women felt 
strongly about attending col- 
lege as well as helping their 
parents defray the cost of tu- 
ition by working. 

“I’m going to have to pay for 
my own college. I'm thinking 
about going to Henry Ford 
Community College to study 


nursing,” said Condron. 

The Inkster senior works at 
a hardware store after school 
to pay for her car insurance 
and food. 

“I don’t usually eat at home, 
so I pay for all my own food," 
said Condron and Pacuraru. 

John Glenn counselor Roy 
Chesnut finds students caught 
in a Catch 22 situation in some 
cases. 

“We have students skipping 
school to sleep because they 
work 40 and 50 hours a week in 
order to pay for college," said 
Chesnut. “Many of these stu- 
dents have managers that are 
19-years-old in the same work / 


school situation that don't un- 
derstand these kids shouldn’t 
be working more than 20 hours 
while going to school.” 

There has been a distinct ef- 
fect on the four high school wo- 
men relating to their mothers’ 
choices regarding career and 
family. Ail four of the students 
parents have been divorced

Wayne County residents will 
be voting on a one-third mill in 
support of the continuation of 
the SMART suburban bus 
transportation system on May 
23, a date that falls in the mid- 
dle of the International Insti- 
tute of Municipal Clerks 
conference in Louisville, Ken. 

The timing of the special 
election in Wayne and Mac- 
omb is creating havoc with lo- 
cal city clerks, whose job 
descriptions include coor- 


dinating local elections. 

Romulus City Clerk Linda 
Choate, who has attended 
about 10 international confer- 
ences in the past, said she had 
not sent in her reservation and 
now will not be able to be- 
cause of the election. 

“But many clerks have sent 
in their reservation money and 
bought plane tickets and much 
of that money is non-refund- 
able,” Choate said. 

The conference is usually 
extremely well attended by 
not only clerks throughout 
America, but also those from 


Israel, South Africa, England, 
The Netherlands, Japan and 
France, Choate said. 

Wayne County Executive 
Edward McNamara made the 
announcement on the Wayne 


County referendum, when he 
appeared before the Greater 
Romulus Chamber of Com- 
merce last Tuesday. 

McNamara said many of the 
bus riders in the Wayne, Oak- 


land and Macomb County area 
do not have access to cars and 
thus may be forced to go on 
welfare if they lose their mini- 
mum wage jobs. 

But it was not the poor who 
complained to his office last 
time the closing of the bus line 
was threatened several years 
ago. 

“The main complaints came 
from employers, who would 
lose an expansive labor pool, if 
the bus line shuts down,” he 
said. 

McNamara took an informal 
poll of those at the chamber 


meeting to see if they would 
vote yes or no, and only a hand 
full of those in attendance said 
they would oppose the 
measure. 

Macomb voters will cast 
their ballots the same day, but 
the Oakland County' Board so 
far has declined to endorse 
such a millage in its 
municipalities. 

The SMART bus line is cur- 
rently $17 million in the red. 
and Michael Duggan, interim 
SMART general manager, said 
the buses will cease to roll in 
June if the millage fails.

House Democratic Leader 
Curtis Hertel said with Kelly’s 
experience in the field of li- 
brary science and as a mem- 
ber of the Legislature, he will 
be an asset to the board as it 
deliberates on important is- 
sues affecting Michigan 
libraries. 


“Currently, the board is 
searching for a new state li- 
brarian and not only am 1 look 
ing forward to participating in 
that selection process, but I am 
looking forward to serving 
with the new director and the 
members of the library board," 
Kelly said. 

Kelly also noted that one of 
the main topics of public inter- 
est has been the effort to in- 
crease state funding for 
Michigan’s public libraries, co 
operatives and libraries serv- 


ing the blind and 
handicapped. 

“I expect that state aid will 
be one of the top items on our 
agenda,” Kelly said. “State aid 


reached a record level of 
$12,934,400 for fiscal year 
1994-95, and the board has rec- 
oin mended the level of 
$14,237,700 for the fiscal year 


1995-96. This is the level of 
funding authorized for State 
Aid in Public Act 89 of 1977." 

Since 1803, the Library of 
Michigan has been the official 
state library agency for Michi 
gan. It is known as one of the 
top libraries in the nation, and 
it is the only state library open 
seven days a week. 

Its total collection includes 
more than three million hard 
cover books, bound periodical 
volumes and government 
documents. 


Extensive newspaper files 
in microfilm increase its col- 
lection to more than five and a 
half million items. 

The library’s goals are to 
meet the informational needs 
of the Legislature and state 
government and to meet the 
administrative, developmental 
and technical assistance needs 
of Michigan libraries. 

Another mission is to serve 
individuals and agencies as a 
statewide resource.

Bill raises 
objections 

To the editor: 

Redeveloping Michigan’s 
central urban areas is an im- 
portant goal. But new 
amendments to the state’s 
“polluter pay” law go far be- 
yond that. Instead of just 


protecting the deserving new 
developers who want to cre- 
ate jobs on contaminated ur- 
ban land, these bills would 
let those who caused the 
mess in the first place off the 
hook. 

Michigan’s environment 
and public health - and all 
taxpayers - will suffer if this 
legislation is passed in its 
current form. The cost of 
cleanup will be shifted from 
the private to the public sec- 
tor, a tax increase in the bil- 
lions of dollars. Or we will 
simply fail to clean up sites 
at all. 

Since it took effect in 1991, 
the “polluter pay” law has 
saved taxpayers $50 million 
in cleanup costs that other- 
wise wouldn’t have been col- 
lected from responsible par- 
ties. It has resulted in pri- 
vately-paid cleanups of 
550,000 gallons of liquid 
waste and 2 billion gallons of 
polluted ground water. 

A coalition of more than 
20 environmental organiza- 
tions, the Michigan Environ- 
mental Council strongly sup- 
ports measures that will fos- 
ter development of urban ar- 
eas while also protecting the 
health of the people who live 
in cities - and the taxpayer. 
We want amendments to the 
current proposals that will 
stress pollution prevention 
and making responsible par- 
ties pay. Because the de- 
structive legislation amend- 


ing the polluter pay law is on 
the fast track, citizens must 
contact legislators at once. 
We need to tell them that 
House Bill 4596 is a wolf in- 
sheep’s clothing, and that we 
want real reform.

State landfills 
too numerous 

7b the editor: 

Because of recent decisions 
made by the Department of 
Natural Resources, Michigan 
has so much landfill space that 
it will soon become a magnet 
for the nation’s garbage. 

Just weeks ago, the DNR 
overruled Wayne County and 
unilaterally amended the 
Wayne County Solid Waste 
Management Plan to permit 
the expansion of the Carleton 
Farms Landfill in Sumpter 
Township, owned by City Man- 
agement, Inc. This expansion 
will increase the landfill’s ca- 
pacity from 22 million to 37 
million cubic yards. 

Because Wayne County al- 
ready had 27 years of landfill 
capacity, it is obvious that it 
does not need the new total of 
33 years of capacity to fulfill its 
disposal needs -- or, for that 
matter, Michigan’s disposal 
needs. A recent survey by the 
DNR showed that every region 
of the state has more than a 
decade of landfill capacity to 
handle its own garbage. 

The DNR’s decision in 
Wayne County totally disre- 
gards the need of the county 
and the state and opens the 
floodgates for waste to enter 
Michigan. 

The DNR’s trampling of lo- 
cal control must be stopped. 
Michigan’s landfills should be 
used to handle Michigan waste 
- and only after that waste is 
reduced and recycled. 

We urge you to support ac- 
tion. Please call for legislation 
imposing a ban on new landfill 
capacity, assuring that states 
with less stringent recycling 
and waste disposal policies 
than ours cannot use our land- 
fills, and enforcing a policy 
that requires and encourages 
the prevention, reduction, and 
recycling of waste instead of 
landfilling. 

Michigan is rapidly becom- 
ing the dump state of North 
America. Is this a legacy we 
want to leave for the future?

Spring brings robins, tulips, 
strains, sprains, and fractures. It 
seems that every year the onset of 
warm weather is accompanied by an 
increase in sports injuries. 

Three common types of injuries 

Strains are slight pulls to a muscle 
or ligament. Sprains are usually 
more severe and range from a slight 
to a complete tearing of the 
ligament or muscle around a joint 
such as the wrist or ankle. Fractures 
are broken or cracked bones. 

Unless a bone is broken in an 
obvious way, so the limb looks 
twisted or the bone breaks the skin, 
it is often difficult to tell the differ- 
ence between these types of injuries. 
All involve pain and swelling. 

Since everyone experiences pain 
differently, pain is not a reliable 
way to tell the difference between 
the various injuries. A better way is 
to try and determine the amount of 
swelling. Often the person who is 
hurt or, in the case of a child, the 
parent, can tell if the swelling is 
excessive. 

Loss of function is another 
indicator of serious injury. If the 
person cannot move or use the hurt 
area it may be more than a strain 
and require a doctor’s attention. 



A grain of 
RICE may suffice 

Fractures must be set in 
a cast, but strains and sprains are 
treated with RICE — rest, ice, com- 
pression and elevation. If the injury 
isn’t serious, rest the area, apply ice 
and keep it raised up. If the swelling 
doesn’t go dow n, if the pain 
continues and if the area can’t be 
used or walked on, see your doctor. 

Invest in an ounce of prevention 

It’s a lot easier to prevent sports 
injuries than to heal them. Do 
stretching exercises before starting 
vigorous activities, and hold each 
stretch at least 30 seconds. Wear 
protective equipment — for 
example, wrist and knee guards for 
in-line skating. 

Sports and other physical 
activities are healthy for both mind 
and body, and they’re rarely 
dangerous. Just approach each 
activity sensibly, wear the right 
equipment — and have a good time!

Area aviation needs are one 
step closer to being met as the 
Aeronautics Commission ap 
proved aviation improvements 
at Willow Run and Mettetal 
Canton airports.

You come out of turn one at 
120 mph. You look in your rear- 
view mirror to see if Andretti 
is still on your tail. 

This is it. You are two sec- 
onds ahead of him on your last 
lap. You cross the start finish 
line as you wave to the crowd. 
Just then your wife leans over 
and congratulates you. How is 
this possible? 

You have just finished a 
drive in the 1995 Cadillac STS. 
Now you are probably thinking 
to yourself that “I must have 
flipped my lid,” but one stomp 
on the pedal will make you 
feel like you can win the Indi- 
anapolis 500. 

Cadillac’s prestige luxury 
flagship is refined for 1995 im- 
proving its appeal to discrimi- 
nating buyers who want 
international touring capa- 
bility combined with distinctly 
American luxury and styling 
features. 

The Seville Touring Sedan 
(STS) exhibits Cadillac’s re- 
surgence as a technology 
leader in the luxury market. 

The STS is equipped with 
Cadillac’s Northstar System-a 
series of vehicle components 
that carry this reputation for 
leading edge engineering and 
performance. 

The 4.6 liter Northstar V8 
produces 300 horsepower at 
6000 rpm. Torque output is 295 
ft-lbs at 4,000 rpm. The STS is 
capable of accelerating from 
0-60 mph in 7.5 seconds, and to 
an electronically limited top 
speed of 150 mph. 

Fuel economy is rated 16 
mpg city and 25 mpg highway. 

The Northstar powertrain 
also features a “limp-home” 
mode that keeps the engine op- 
erating even without vital en- 
gine coolant. 

In this condition, the engine 
will still run and the car will 


reach speeds of approximately 
50 mph. 

Cadillac owners have the 
ability to continue driving to a 
safe location where service 
can be obtained, or a Cadillac 
roadside service technician 
can be contacted. 

The STS features ortho- 
pedically-designed front 
bucket seats. Six-way power 
seat position controls and two- 
way power recliners are 
standard. 

My test vehicle came 
equipped with the optional 
200-watt Delco/Bose Gold Se- 
ries dual playback AM stereo/ 
FM stereo with cassette and 
compact disc player. 

One unique feature of this 
car is its retained accessory 
power feature which allows 
the use of the radio and other 
accessories for 10 minutes af- 
ter the ignition has been 
turned off. 

For an as tested price of 
$48,957, there are a few annoy- 
ances that pop up after driving 
this car. The first thing I no- 
ticed when 1 hopped in and 
started to adjust all the neces- 
sary items, was that the side- 
view' mirrors were too small 
for a car that is large enough to 
hold five passengers and their 
luggage. 

The second item that was ir- 
ritating was the fact that the 
interior lights illuminating 
such things as radio control, 


power window switches, and 
center console switches were 
very dim, even with the inte- 
rior lumination set at 
maximum. 

The last item that proved to 
be very surprising was the 
torque steer this car experi- 
enced when full throttle was 
applied. 

You have to ask yourself a 
very simple question-Can I jus- 
tify spending $50,000 on this 
car? The power and handling 
of this car are above reproach. 

This car will run with BMWs 
and Mercedes all day long 
which, in some cases, cost a lot 
more. 

The interior is well laid out 
but seems to lag just slightly 
behind in its refinement. 

Would I buy this car? Yes, I 
would, for two reasons: The 
first being that this car can 
keep up with the smaller GT 
cars like the Mustang and 
Camaro, while still maintain- 
ing a grace and refinement 
that cannot be equaled by any 
other American car. 

The second reason would be 
that the seats are so comfort- 
able that you could sleep, 
drive, eat, watch television or 
whatever else comes to mind, 
forever and a day if you 
w'anted to. 

I have already changed my 
w'ill to reflect my desire to be 
buried in a seated position in 
an STS driver’s seat.

3. Certification: The County of Wayne will undertake the projects 
described above with Block Grant funds from the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Housing and Urban Development (HUD) under Title I 
of the Housing and Urban Development Act of 1974. The 
County of Wayne and Executive Edward H. McNamara, in his 
capacity as County Executive, consent to accept the jurisdiction 
of the Federal relation to environmental reviews, decision- 
making and action, and that these responsibilities have been 
satisfied. The legal effect of the certification is that, upon its 
approval, the County of Wayne may use the Block Grant funds, 
and HUD will have satisfied its responsibilities under the Na- 
tional Environmental Policy Act of 1969. HUD will accept an 
objection to its approval of the release of funds and acceptance 
of the certification only if it is on one of the following bases: 

a. That the certification was not, in fact, executed by the Chief 
Executive Officer of the applicant; or 

b. That the applicant’s environmental review record for the projects 
indicate omission of a required decision, finding or step applica- 
ble to the projects in the environmental review process. 
Objections must be prepared and submitted in accordance with 
the required procedures (24 CFR Part 58) and may be addressed 
to HUD at: McNamara Building, 17th Floor, 477 Michigan 
Avenue, Detroit, Michigan 48226. Objections to the release of 
funds on the basis other than those stated above will not be 
considered by HUD. No objections received after April 25, 1995 
will be considered by HUD.

Wayne

Like a ship that had lost

Retailers optimistic about spring sales

Despite the slow pace of 
ebruary sales, Michigan re- 
ailers are gearing up for a 
Spring season full of sales 
activity. 

Retailers are expecting to 
experience an increase of 75 
percent above the sales of last 
February with a decline of 
only eight percent, according 
to the monthly Michigan Retail 
Index survey of the Michigan 
Retailers Association (MRA) 
members. 

Larry Meyer, MRA chief ex- 
ecutive officer, attributes the 
minor effects the national eco- 
nomic trends have had on re- 
tail activity to Michigan’s

outperforming economy. 

“Optimism remains high 
and in full bloom for sales dur- 
ing the three- month spring 
season,” said Meyer. 

The monthly study, con- 
ducted by MRA and the Fed- 
eral Reserve Bank of Chicago, 
tracks the retail sales of Feb- 


ruary according to a nation 
wide market of increases or 
declines. Consumer spending 
trailed off during the first of 
the year based on the whirl- 
wind pace the 1994 shopping 
season ended on. 

“Michigan’s retail sales 
showed a similar pattern of 
slowing activity, but retail 
sales appear to have remained 
positive,” said Robert H. 
Schnorbus, assistant vice pres- 
ident of the Federal Reserve 
Bank of Chicago. 

Throughout Michigan, sales 
activity appeared the strongest 
in southeastern Michigan, 
where 57 percent reported 


February increases, and west 
Michigan, where 52 percent of 
retail businesses reported pos- 
itive results. General mer- 
chandise reported the largest 
sales increase of 64 percent. 
Others included gifts with a 56 
percent increase, jewelry 53 
percent, furniture/appliances 
26 percent, and electronic/ 
computer retailers rang up in 
last with a 30 percent increase. 

With the expected increase 
in sales, retailers remain opti- 
mistic for a spring full of 
spending throughout Michigan

Captivating creations 

Westland artist shows no fear in drawings 


He continues to travel to a 
place only a select few have 
gone before- the world of the 
imagination. 

The unique eye of Westland 
artist Britt Martin has some 



admirers now understanding 
the famous saying by Fre- 
derick Barnard that “A picture 
is worth 10,000 words.” 

Martin has been drawing 
since he was five years old. 
The John Glenn High School 
graduate now assists with the 
designing of comic book covers 
for Caliber Press. 

“When I was growing up, I 
mostly was interested in draw- 
ing animals, and I still enjoy 
that today,” said Martin. 

Martin began to capture at- 
tention from his peers and 
teachers while attending Mar- 
shall Junior High School in the 
Wayne-Westl and School 
District. 

“When I was in junior high 
school I entered a contest for 
the 75th anniversary of the 
Greenfield Village-Henry 
Ford Museum,” said Martin. “I 
won that award. Part of the 
picture I drew had a horse- 
drawn buggy and an old car.” 

After Martin graduated 
from high school, he decided 
to freelance and try to find 
work as an artist. He said he 
realized early that the life of 
an artist would be a difficult 
one, and he needed to be spe- 
cialized in his field. 

“That’s when I decided to go 
to the Voc/Tech (William D. 
Ford Vocational Center) to 
study video, animation,” Mar- 
tin said. “The three or four 
years I was there, I learned 
quite a bit about how much 
work it takes to put together an 
animation feature. 

“You learn that each second 
is made up of 12 drawings. I 
had a project I was working on 
that was 30 seconds in length. 
That’s 360 drawings for one 
small project. I decided that 
wasn’t my kind of work. I 
wanted to take all the time I 
could with a drawing instead 
of having so many deadlines.” 

After leaving VocATech, Mar- 
tin was hired by Caliber Press 
to assist with the design of 
comic book covers. 

“I worked on The Oz book 
where I was responsible for 
placing the colors,” said Mar- 
tin. “It’s challenging in many 
aspects, and I'm learning a 
lot” 

Martin has created more 
than 100 drawings of animals, 
and he has already sold one 
for a comic book cover. 

“To have a career as an ar-

tist is tough,” Martin said. 
“There is a lot of competition. I 
go to as many conventions as I 
can for artists to show my 
work.”

In the 
meantime, he is also a produc- 
tion assistant at Continental 
Cable in Dearborn Heights to 
make ends meet.

Martin’s travel through the 
world of the imagination also 
extends to drawing family por- 
traits. He can be considered a 
jack-of-all-trades because he 
also designs business cards, 
book covers, and many other 
artistic endeavors.

Walkers earn dollars for charity

Three Belleville-Romulus 
agencies were presented with 
checks of $1,440 last week, as 
their portion of the $17,290 
raised by the 1994 CROP Walk 
for the hungry around the 
world. 

The Rev. John Hagan of the 
Trinity Episcopal Church of 
Belleville, CROP Walk coor- 
dinator, reported more than 
280 people from the Romulus 
and Belleville area either 
walked or assisted in the 10 ki- 
lometer walk program last 
October. 

Three quarters of the 
money raised is sent to food 
programs around the world, 
particularly in Africa, Asia 
and South America, and two 
American crisis areas in Flor- 
ida and California. 

One quarter of the money is 
given to local agencies: St. Vin- 
cent de Paul, the Belleville 
Emergency Food Closet and 
the Romulus Helping Hand 
Thrift Store. 

Six area churches took an 
active part in the 12th annual 


CROP Walk in this area, Hagan 
said. They are the Belleville 
United Methodist Church. St. 
Anthony’s Roman Catholic 
Church, Belleville Presby- 
terian. Faith United Methodist 
and Trinity Episcopal, all of 
Belleville, and Community 
United Methodist Church of 
Romulus. 

Hagan praised the efforts of 
the agencies and area 
churches who work year round 
preparing for the walk. 

“We used to spend a few 
hours in the fall getting ready 
for the walk,” Hagan said, “But 
now it has become such a big 
event that we now work year 
round.” 

Hagan had special praise 
for St. Anthony’s Parish, which 
provided more than 100 
walkers in 1994. 

“Every year someone from 
some church steps us to pro- 
vide inspiration and leader- 
ship for us," Hagan said. “For 
the last few years Community 
United Methodist Church and 
several of its members have 
provided the real strength and 
energy for the walk. 


“This past year St. An- 
thony’s really helped cany the 
whole program. We can’t wait 
until Oct. 1 1995 (the next walk 
date) to see which church and 
individuals decide to lead this 
battle against hunger,” Hagan 
said. 

CROP Walk has been an arm 
of Church World Service since 
1946 and has worked 
ceaselessly to prevent and stop 
hunger both in America and 
worldwide. 

“Their brochures say they 
may not be the first to arrive at 
the food emergency scene, but 
are the last ones to leave a dev- 
astated community. Michigan 
communities lead the country 
in monies raised with over 30 
Metro communities participat- 
ing in spring and fall walks. 

The next walk planned for 
Oct. 1 will begin at the Commu- 
nity United Methodist Church 
in Romulus and proceed to 
Trinity Episcopal Church in 
Belleville. Local church coor- 
dinators will be meeting soon 
to plan the walk and to plan 
new ways to raise money to 
fight hunger. 


Elwell students learn by doing 


Children learn by doing. 

It seems so simple as to be 
obvious, but three Elwell Ele- 
mentary School students have 
found unique ways to teach 
their students through 
projects. 

In Kathleen Baldwin’s 
third-grade class, language 
arts skills are taught by operat- 
ing a school post office. 

The children set up mail- 
boxes in each corridor of the 
school, as well as in the main 
office. Children can send mail 
to other students in the school 
and also receive mail. 

Two of the students act as 
postal carriers, collecting the 
mail every day. Once the mail 
is brought to the classroom, 
students sort it for delivery. 

“The children often write to 
teachers, to Principal Joe 
Monte and the bus drivers,” 
said Baldwin, “And, everyone 
has written back to them. It’s 
really been exciting for them 
to get mail not only from their 
friends, but from adults. 

“This activity really encour- 
ages their reading and writing 
skills. They learn that they can 
communicate with people who 
will write back to them, and 
that they are important to 
many people who care about 
them,” Baldwin said. “They 
also learn that if you don’t in- 
clude your return address, 
your letter won’t get delivered. 
That is something they only 
have to experience once to 
learn.”

Park system gets final touch

The final touches are being 
put on the growing park system 
in Sumpter Township. 

Soon residents will have 
public places to sun and swim, 
play basketball, or hike 
through the largest man-made 
wetlands area in the nation. 

Anglers can look forward to 
trolling or pier fishing for 
large mouth bass in the lake at 
the 80 acre Sherwood Park, lo- 
cated at Sherwood and Wear 
roads. Two piers will be 
installed. 

“We’re working on a pro- 
gram to stock the lake with 
species that will do the best," 
said Sumpter Township ad- 
ministrative assistant Glenn 
Bowles. 

For swimmers, Sherwood 
will have a sand beach at the 


northeast corner of the lake. 

Runners and fitness enthu- 
siasts can race and workout on 
a one-mile exercise trail do- 
nated by the Huron Valley 
Conservation Club. 

There will be picnic tables 
and barbecue pits for outdoor 
eating. And for those willing to 
stay past dinner, there will be 
about 20 acres for primitive 
campsites. Scouts and other or- 
ganizations will be welcome, 
Bowles said. 

For beauty, a grant has en- 
abled the planting of trees 
along the water to complement 
the stately stand of 50 to 60 feet 
oaks that the township took 
pains to preserve during park 
construction. 

Further in the future, the 
township plans to develop, in 
partnership with Detroit Edi- 
son, a 190-acre golf course to 
be located off Arcona Road. 


Currently the course is in the 
design stage, with a grant from 
the Michigan Department of 
Natural Resources paying for 
the plans. 

Sumpter golfers could be on 
the fairways as early as Sum- 
mer 1997, Bowles said. 

Though not a township- 
owned park. America’s largest 
wetland mitigation is being 
completed at Haggerty and Ar- 
cona roads. The wetlands, 
which ended up being planted 
in Sumpter to compensate for 
wetlands destroyed during 
Metropolitan Airport’s expan- 
sion, will provide 1.800 acres of 
passive recreation. 

Access to the nature area’s 
marshes, ponds, maple-oak- 
ash forests, and wildlife will 
be provided by trails and 
boardwalks.

Jn reality, the ovens are not 
smoking, but the students in 
Barbara Jaszcz’s first grade 
class are busy creating recipes 
for pizzas, apple muffins and 
rabbit with macaroni. 

Jaszcz’s efforts were sup- 
ported by both her students 
and their parents as the class 
cookbooks were sent out 
recently. 

To many it wasn’t surprising 
that pizzas were one of the top 
menu items for even first 
graders. The surprise was the 
time and temperatures listed 
by the students for a successful 
Italian speciality. 

For instance, Landria Buck- 
ley invited would-be pizza 
makers to use a can of red 
stuff, pizza dough, cheese and 
pepperoni for the perfect 
pizza. 

She urged cooks to open all 
four cans, pour it on and place 
the ingredients in the oven for 
eight minutes at 19 degrees. 

After the eight minutes bak- 
ing time, you can cut it and eat 
it, Landria said. 

A classmate, Jessica Stetler, 
urged pizza makers to use 
seven dozen eggs, five gallons 
of milk, three packs of white 
cheese, three packs of pep- 
peroni, four packs of mush- 
rooms, five bags of onions, a 
bag of peppers and two bags of 
sausage. 

She urges the cooking time 


to be seven minutes at 9 
degrees. 

Robert Ray, meanwhile, 
prefers five pounds of pep- 
peroni, six pounds of pizza 
sauce and five to six inches of 
pizza dough. 

Robert urges the oven to be 
set at 2 degrees for an hour. 

Megan Whalen prefers a 
simple diet list of dough, 
sauce, black olives and cheese. 
She raises the heat to 20 de- 
grees for 15 minutes and says 
then we can eat it. 

Young Boyed Hixson offers 
his recipe for a delicacy called 
Rabbit with Macaroni. 

Boyed asks that preparers 
use mushrooms, pepperoni, 
macaroni shells, pizza sauce, 
two packs of cheese (but not 
American cheese) and one 
rabbit. 

The youngster reminded the 
reporter that sometimes his fa- 
ther doesn’t come home with a 
rabbit after hunting. 

Boyed urged dinner makers 


to cook the rabbit for two 
hours at 3 to 4 degrees. Then 
cooks are urged to place 
cheese on the food and to cook 
it for another five hours. 

Other specialties include: 
apple muffins prepared by 
Christopher Wade. 

He lists the ingredients as a 
box of muffin mix, two cartons 
of milk, five apples, one egg 
and a drop of water. 

Christopher’s lists his bak- 
ing time at one degree for five 
minutes. 

The final listed menu is 
strawberry pie by Bruce Log- 
gie, including one strawberry 
cake, one gallon of milk and 
two strawberries.

Memories of old homestead recalled

Members of the Ostrowski 
family have said farewell to 
their old Belleville 
homestead. 

Marcella (Ostrowski) Bi- 
alach said the children of Al- 
bert and Frances Ostrowski 
gathered at the old home site 
at 29 Montague in Belleville to 
share memories of their life to- 
gether as children and young 
adults. 

Albert Ostrowski married 
Frances Kerwinski of Saginaw 
on May 26. 1925 at St. Stephens 
Catholic Church in New 
Boston. 

They purchased the land 
the home was later built on 
from Peter and Josephine 
Raulo in 1929. Originally they 
built a four-room home for the 
family of three, but the house 
continued to grow as six other 
children joined the family. 

Bialach revealed there 
were the usual hard times over 
the years, as with other fami- 
lies, but the house was always 
filled with love and Polish tra- 
ditions. They also always of- 



fered an open door to the 
community. 

The elder Ostrowski worked 
for 31 years at the Garwood 
firm in Ypsilanti. 

One of the most festive days, 
Bialach remembers was the 
day her parents’ 50th anniver- 
sary was celebrated on May 24, 
1975. 

They renewed their vows at 
St. Anthony’s Roman Catholic 
Church with the Rev. Raymond 
Skoney presiding. A wedding 


anniversary cake was created 
at the Sanders Company of 
downtown Detroit, where 
Frances Ostrowski worked 
prior to her marriage. The 
cake was decorated with the 
couple’s original ornament 
from 50 years before. 

The Ostrowski parents ulti- 
mately became the parents of 
nine children, 20 grand- 
children and 27 great- 
grandchildren. 

They both died in 1984. 

Their children and their 
spouses include Marcella and 
Ed Bialach, Rose Ostrowski, 
Walter and Isabel (Ostrowski) 
Wilson, Casmer and Helen Os- 
trowski, George and Elsie Os- 
trowski, Edward “Al” and 
Pauline Ostrowski and Frank 
and Carina Ostrowski. 

Two children, Alberta and 
Irene, were stillborn, accord- 
ing to the family. 

Included in the farewell 
party was a giant cake hon- 
oring the homestead complete 
with the inscription “Thanks 
for the Memories.” The cake 
also contained a sketch of the 
home, names of the children 
and the dates they were born.

seriously rethink his 
priorities. 

Freedom of speech can be 
taken advantage of, just as vot- 
ing is neglected. The right to 
publicly demonstrate about an 
issue is extremely important, 
and ha? become an inherent 
aspect of our society. Whether 
it is about AIDS education, 
abortion, or any plethora of 
topics, we, as Americans, need 
this right. 

At times, we need it so badly 
that we over step the bound- 
aries laid down by our fore- 
fathers in the Constitution. 
The right to “peaceably assem- 
ble,” for example, was shat- 
tered when a pro-life 
demonstrator at an abortion 
clinic shot and killed the doc- 
tor who performed the abor- 
tions. No one person or group’s 
beliefs should be force onto 
another person in this or any 
other way. 

Freedom of religion is an- 
other form of free speech that 
is important to our society.

All in all, the freedom of 
speech is often misused. Al- 
though this is true, it is better 
to take advantage of free 
speech than it is to abandon it, 
as is the case of many voters.

2 of the most common questions 
on motorcycle performance 

1. Dear Doc: The exhaust pipes on my Suzuki Intruder are turning blue at the cylinder. My friend 

says its because my fuel mixture is too lean. Is there a way to adjust my carburetors so this 
won't happen? Bummed 

Dear Bummed: Usually the cause of bluing is actually a too rich condition causing a secondary 
"burn” of fuel in the head pipe itself The cause is usually running the vehicle on choke too long. 
A dirty or too rich carb adjustment can also be the cause A product called "Blue Away” will help 
remove the discoloration. If the problem persists to an unacceptable amount of discoloration 
take your bike to an authorized Suzuki dealership to have it checked out for mis-adjustments. 

Doc 

2. Dear Doc: My bike has been sitting all winter. Now it won’t start. It ran great when I put it away. 

Confused 

Dear Confused: I think you've answered your own question When you put your bike away last 
fall, did you follow the guidelines in your owners manual for long storage? This complaint I see 
every spring. 9 times out of 10 it is from leaving fuel in your carbs all winter. Fuels of today are 
entirely different than 5 years ago. Due to the complexity of additivies in fuels it would take a 
day to explain why they're different. So to make a long story short, fuels will vaporate in your 
carb float bowls first because of the little volume inside the bowls When this occurs it leaves 
residues and varnish in your carbs plugging or partially plugging the jets in your carbs Every 
year we do approximately 20 engine failures on 2 stroke motors because the jets were partailly 
plugged causing the machine to run lean and seize The usual statement from the customer is 
"it never ran that good before." Thus, true to the saying “they run best just before they die." On 
4 stroke motorcycles it usually makes the bike hard to start or won't idle or take throttle. I do not 
recommend that anyone other than a skilled shop clean your carbs Motorcycle carbs have a lot 
of rubber seals and O-rings that will be destroyed if exposed to carb cleaners. A good shop will 
totally dismantle your carbs and clean using special solvents that are safe for your carbs These 
solvents are not available to most consumers so beware before attempting a carb clean 
yourself Can you afford the $800.00 to $1,000.00 it costs now for a bank of carbs? I 
recommend you take your bike to a professional shop and have the work done correctly. Doc
